ARLB044 IARU Administrative Council Calls for 
End to Morse Requirement 


Saying that it was "setting aside any previous relevant 
decisions," the International Amateur Radio Union 
Administrative Council this week resolved that IARU 
policy supports "the removal of Morse code testing as an 
ITU requirement for an amateur license to operate on 
frequencies below 30 MHz." The Council further resolved 
to urge member societies--as an interim measure--to seek 
Morse code testing speeds "not exceeding five words per 
minute." 


The resolution was adopted during the IARU 
Administrative Council meeting October 6-8 in Guatemala 
City, Guatemala, which followed the 14th General 
Assembly of IARU Region 2. 


The Council's Morse resolution took into consideration 
the —§approval--without = opposition--of ITU-R 
Recommendation M.1544. That document sets out the 
minimum qualifications of radio amateurs. The Council 
also said it recognizes that Morse code "continues to be 
an effective and efficient mode of communication used by 
many thousands of radio amateurs" but that Morse code 
proficiency as requirement for an HF amateur license 
"is no longer relevant to the healthy future of 
Amateur Radio." (Italics mine. ..Ed.) 


The principal business at the Administrative Council 
session was to review the status of IARU preparations for 
WRC-2003. Agenda items of concern to amateurs 
include, among others, the harmonization of amateur 


and broadcasting allocations near 7 MHz, the adequacy 
of HF 

broadcasting allocations below 10 MHz, and possible 
revisions to Article S25 of the international Radio 
Regulations. 


Among other things, Article S25 spells out Amateur 
Radio operator qualifications. It now provides that 
Amateur Radio license applicants demonstrate the ability 
"to send correctly by hand and to receive correctly by 
ear, texts in Morse code signals" for operation below 30 
MHz. The IARU Administrative Council supports the 
revision of Article S25 and the incorporation by reference 
of Recommendation M.1544. 


The IARU Council selected the theme of the next World 
Amateur Radio Day, April 18, 2002, as "Amateur Radio: 
Continuing Innovation in 

Communication Technology.” (Tks VE3UA fwd)

Industry Canada has informed RAC that they have 
amended the Morse Qualification listings in their 
Canadian Amateur Radio Call Sign Database now that 
the Morse requirement for access to all amateur bands 
is 5 WPM. Because the sole requirement now is 5 WPM, 
they no longer show the 12 WPM qualification. 


Industry Canada advises that the modifications to their 
Canadian Amateur Radio Call Sign Database were 
completed sooner than expected and that they (IC) were 
unable to give RAC sufficient warning to allow timely 
modification to the RAC Canadian Amateur Radio Call 
Sign Database Web page. 


Industry Canada have told RAC that they realize the 
significance to amateurs of showing only the lower code 
speed and regret any inconvenience this may have caused 
to the amateur fraternity. 


RAC is working to have the offending references 
removed from the published version of the database as 
soon as possible.

Daniel Lamoureux, VE2KA and Jacqueline Lamoureux, 
VE2AX. President Oelke will act as head of the 
Canadian Delegation. 


On the conference agenda will be some very important 
issues including the WRC 2003 items on the proposed 
realignment of the 40 metre band and possible changes to 
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the ITU regulations governing Amateur Radio. RAC has

support for the Canadian position on both of these 
questions. RAC has also submitted a paper seeking 
regional support for its application for a new amateur 
band at 135 kHz.

Hi everyone; 


I thought I would introduce myself. With the 
gracious permission of Terry VA3LU I am the R.N.C. 
(Regional Net Control) for the I-R.LP, International 
Net. 

This net is held every second Sunday, alternating 
between noons, then 9:00PM local time. 


At the time this article is being submitted the LR.L.P. is 
on 146.540, but the permanent home is going to be 
147.390 + offset. As well as being on 2m it will also 
be 440. 

Following is the proper protocol and produceure for 
using the LR.L.P. As well as information on the 
International Net. 


IRLP — International 
Net 


The IRLP International Net is held every second 
Sunday Evening (North America). There can be 
anywhere from a handful of nodes to 25 nodes on the 
reflector for the net. The nets are run from an alternating 
Central Net Control (CNC) station. Each node will 
have a local Regional Net Control (RNC) on frequency 
to call for their respective areas. The purpose of the net 
is to promote the Internet Radio Linking Project and 
fellowship among users of the system. The format of the 
net is as follows: 


1. Regional Net Control stations, before putting 
their node on the reflector, will take a list of 
pre-check ins from their local area. This saves 
time during the main net. 


2. The CNC begins the "pre-check in" session for 
Regional Net Control stations to check in 
approximately 15 minutes before the actual net 
begins. 


3. At the beginning of the net, the CNC will read a 
preamble. 


4. When check ins begin, the CNC will choose a 
starting point in North America or abroad, as 
the case may be and call upon the RNC for that 
node to take control and call for the area. 


5. The RNC will first go through the list that he/she 
took before the pre-check and run through the 
list. After the list, a general call may be made 
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for any others missed. 


6. Once all areas have been covered, the CNC 
will close the net and leave it up to node 
owner/Regional Control to turn down the node 
at their discretion. There are usually a few good 
QSO's afterwards so don't be too quick on the 
buttons! 


All comments regarding the net or any other information 
or comments that might be of interest to other hams on 
the net are certainly welcome when stations check in. It 
makes the net more interesting. A couple of things to 
remember when checking into the net: 


1. ALWAYS key your mic for at least one full 
second before speaking. This will ensure your 
transmission is heard over the entire network. 


2. Relaying a check in is not as effective on the 
IRLP system as it would be on a conventional 
2M net or HF net. Please leave it up to the 
RNC/CNC to do the relays if possible. There 
may be situations where a check in will be 
missed due to reflector behavior. This will be a 
fact of life. 


3. As above, the same applies for breaks. If you 
must break the net, state your callsign with 
phonetics. Quick transmissions will not likely be 
heard, depending upon what node has control 
of the reflector. Please be patient and wait a 
couple minutes as one of the RNC or CNC 
stations may have heard your call but may not 
be able to acknowledge you right away. 


Also, during the nets the RNC and CNC stations 
usually connect to the IRLP Chat Room to exchange 
behind the scene information, audio reports and 
anything else pertaining to the net. Everyone is welcome 
to join in there as well.

ARLX011 Salvation Army Team Emergency 
Response Network update 


One month into its disaster relief support operation in 
New York City, Salvation Army Team Emergency 
Response Network (SATERN) volunteers are holding up 
well, SATERN Amateur Radio Liaison Officer Jeff 
Schneller, N2HPO, says his current team is doing a 
fantastic job, and the operation could run for several more 
weeks. 


SATERN is now "making do" with at least six Amateur 
Radio volunteers per day, from about 9 AM until 11 PM, 
primarily to support the Salvation Army World Trade 
Center canteen operation. Operators have come from all 
over, including New Hampshire, Ohio, North Carolina, 
Florida and Missouri, and Schneller said he even had 
offers of help from England and Canada. Two local 
groups--the Broadcast Employees Amateur Radio 
Society (BEARS) and the Electchester VHF Club have 
been providing exclusive use of their repeaters since Day 
One. 


Schneller, who's in the fire alarm and sprinkler business, 

also has been involved from the start, and--with the 

understanding and support of his customers--has been 
logging some long hours. He said most of the volunteers’ 
employers have been supportive as well.Carlos Varon, 

K2LCV, has been Schneller's backup and is in charge of 
scheduling volunteers. 


SATERN radio volunteers have been handling base 
station duties at Salvation Army Headquarters on 14" 
Street in Manhattan as well as providing communication 
at key field sites, aboard supply trucks 


and at the distribution warehouse. Schneller thanked the 
dozens of Amateur Radio operators who have turned out 
to assist. He also said he appreciated the many other 
offers to help. SATERN now is limiting its fresh 
volunteers to those available from the Greater New 
YorkCity area. 


Schneller strongly advised all Amateur Radio operators to 
prepare for the future by first getting acquainted with and 
joining their local ARES or SATERN teams, then by 
taking the ARRL Amateur Radio Emergency 
Communications Course.
